The rites were led by Cardinal Carlo Confalooien, the 85-year-old 
dean of the Sacred College of Cardinals, which will elect a new pope in 
a secret conclave beginning OcL 14. The Sis tine Choir sang Gregorian 
hymns and prayers, and the worshipers in the square responded. -

- BEIRUT, OcL 4 (AP) — Syrian -Christian violence has tom apart this 
capital city, and some veterans of the Lebanese conflict say that the fight- 
ing now is worse than any seen during the 1975-76 civil war. 

' Official casualty figures were not immediately available, but the rightist 
Phalangist radio said that about 500 people had been killed or wounded in 
a 24-hour period. 

The conflict that has destroyed much of the Christian sector of East 
Berrut is now spilling over into the western portion, the entertainment and 
commercial cemer that in better 
times earned Beirut the name “Par- 
is of the Middle East.” 

The Syrians, now the heart of an 
Arab League force stationed here, 
intervened in the civil war that pitt- 
ed leftist Lebanese Moslems and 
Palestinians against Christian right- 
ists, whom the Moslems thought 
had too much political control. 

Stubborn Resistance 

The Syrian move saved the 
Christians, but they have proved 
stubbornly. resistant to Syrian at- 
tempts to control them. 

Tne Christian quarter has been 
without water ana electricity for a 
week. Tuesday the big gim« con- 
stantly hammering the citv 
knocked out most of West Beirut's 
power, plunging it into darkness 
and cutting all c ommunicatio ns 
with the outside world. 

The blackout proved a nightmar- 
ish backdrop for the battle waged 
in the air — fiery tracer shells and 
whistling rockets from Syrian guns 
criss-crossed the night sky, landing 
with white bursts of fire in the east- 
ern sector. 

The orange glow of a Naze at an 
oil depot, partially obscured by 
thick smoke, put the eastern skyline 
in a ghostly silhouette. 

Radio reports from the Christian 
sector, completely cut off by Syrian 
roadblocks and sniper fire from the 
Moslem quarter in the west, said 
that corpses were rotting in streets, 
hospitals 'amT homes, kept from 
burial because of the danger. 

Famine Threat 

Red Cross workers say that the 
threats of famine and death from 
thirst are becoming more serious by 
the hour as all routes of supply to 
the eastern sector have been 
severed. The rightist mili tia cam- 
paign to wrest from the Syrians two 
strategic bridges that lead into East 
Beirut and oat of the city to the 
north could be a push for an escape 
route. 

In West Beirut, leftist Lebanese 
militiamen who have stayed out of 
this fight — some say only because 
of considerable pressure from Syria 
— have put up roadblocks in neigh- 
borhoods they treat as their own 
private strongholds. Aimed gun- 
men check identities of passing 
drivers and, in apparent frustration 
at being left out of the fight, shoot 
fusillades of machine-gun fire into 
the night air. 

An occasional rocket-propelled 
grenade swishes toward the eastern 
sector from an apartment window, 
testimony to the Beirut cliche that 
every building Is an armory. 

Scores of restaurants and 
nightclubs in West Beirut that reo- 
pened after tbe civil war in hopes of 
eventual recovery have shut their 
doors again.

Sadat Carries Out Reshuffle of Cabinet

CAIRO, Ocl 4 (NYT) — Resi- 
dent Anwar Sadat today carried 
out a major shake-up of his Cabinet 
as part of his commitment to 
overhaul his cumbersome govern- 
ment on the thieshhold of transi- 
tion from war to peace.

U.S. officials said 
Mr. Vance also was talking with 
key members of the Security Coun- 
cil "about lending support to 
peacemaking efforts." 

Mr. Vance also met with Saudi 
Arabia's foreign minister. Prince 
Faisal, at the United Nations, and 
U.S. officials said it was under- 
stood that the Saudi government is 
working “to end the armed con- 
frontation in Beirut." 

The Saudi government has con- 
tributed most of the funds to keep 
the Syrian troops stationed in Leb- 
anon, where their original role had 
been to try to keep peace during 
fighting between Pales tinian- 
backed Moslems and Christian mfl- 
itiamen. 

It was understood that the Unit- 
ed States had urged Syria and Isra- 
el through diplomatic channels to 
exercise the fullest possible re- 
straint in the current deteriorating 
situation, in which Syrian forces 
and Maronite Christian militias are 
blasting at each other with heavy 
artillery in Beirut. 

There was concern that, if Syrian 
forces cracked down too strongly 
on the Christian militias, the 
Israelis, who support the Chris- 
tians, might intervene with force. 
This could conceivably impede the 
Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty, 
which grew out of the Camp David 
summit meeting 

Woman Ignites 
Self, Dies Near 
Windsor Castle 

LONDON, Oct 4 (AP> — A 
young unidentified woman took 
her own life today by dousing her- 
self with alcohol ’then igniting ner 
body on a path two miles from 
Windsor Castle, authorities said. 

Police bad no explanation of the 
suicide. 

They said the passport of a 54- 
year-old woman was found nearby, 
but the body was chat of a much 
younger woman. A handbag con- 
taining two empty bottles of rub- 
bing alcohol also was found. 

The body was discovered by 
passers-by east of Windsor Castle, 
a royal residence. 

The immolation followed by two 
days that of 24-year-old Lynette 
Phillips of Australia, who burned 
and killed herself outside the Pal- 
ace of Nations in Geneva.

WASHINGTON, Oct 4 (WF) — 
While peace between Egypt and Is- 
rael has never seemed closer, re- 
newed fighting in Lebanon poses 
serious new dangers to the Camp 
David atmosphere of accord in the 
Middle East 

President Carter's public appeals 
last week and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance’s consultations at die 
United Nations underscore deep 
concern in Washington mid other 
Western capitals over the battles 
between Syrian troops and Leba- 
nese Christian militia*. 

In trying to translate -that con- 
cern into action, however, would-be 
peacemakers face a bewildering — 
and explosive — tangle of politics, 
diplomacy, religion, clan loyalty, 
blood feuds, ethnic rivalry arid 
mean street gunners. 

The 3 Vi-ycar-old civil war in Leb- 
anon is rooted in seemingly irre- 
concilable disputes among the 
country’s 3 millio n inhabitants and 
in tension* across the Middle East. 

Main Adversaries 

The main adversaries in the cur- 
rent fighting are the 30,000 Syrian 
troops in Lebanon and the Maron- 
ite Christian fighting forces — the 
mili tia of Pierre Gemayel’s 
Phalange Party and the Tigers mili- 
tia of former president Camille 
Chamoun’s National liberal Party. 

In the background are hints from 
Israel that it could intervene in 
Lebanon again if, in its judgment, 
the Syrians go too far in their at- 
tacks on the Christians. Israel has 
been notably tight-lipped in the lat- 
est explosion, however, reflecting 
the fears fhm the momentum ch 
Camp David could be slowed or 
even reversed if Israel and Syria 
were drawn into a confrontation 
over Lebanon now. 

Israel has helped arm the Chris- 


tian militias and has provided their 
youthful gunmen with t raining . The 
aid is aimed at preventing transfor- 
mation of Lebanon into a more 
“Arabized,” pro-Syrian nation that 
would turn the rocky southern Leb- 
anese hills overlooking Israel's 
Hula Valley into a new front in the 
event of another Middle East war. 

Tensions mounted rapidly in 
Lebanon with announcement of the 
Camp David accords, which on the 
surface at least seemed to precipi- 
tate the new round of fighting. 

Pales tinians Blamed 

On the one hand, Christians 
complained (hat the Camp David 
f rame work for the West Bank and 
Gaza left no room for return of an 
estimated 400.000 Palestinians in 
Lebanon. The Pales tinians , who 
helped arouse Moslem dissatisfac- 
tion and fought along side Moslems 
in the original aril war, are hi 
Christian eyes the underlying cause 
of Lebanon's problems. 

On the other hand, same observ- 
ers said that Syrian unhappiness 
with the accords also helped touch 
off the weekend explosion because 
Damascus was eager to raise ten- 
sions and prevent the accords from 
being earned out 

Based on experience of Leba- 
non's recent tortured history, the 
presence of heavily armed Syrian 
troops on one side of a Beirut 
street, with equally heavily armed 
Christians on the other side, was in 
itself a formula for dashes that eas- 
ily could grow into all-out shelling. 

Unplanned street dashes that 
eventually grew into battles had a 
heavy impact on the aril war that 
broke out in April, 1975. At its 
beginning, the conflict induded:

masses of believers to him by meet- 
ing their spiritual needs, the cardi- 
nal said.

Riding System 

Syrian soldiers first entered east- 
ern Lebanon along the Syrian bor- 
der to und erlin e the insistence of 
Damascus that Mr. Franjieh and 
his Maronite allies bow to Moslem 
demands for a greater share of 
power in the Christian-dominated 
Labanese ruling system. 

But Syrian President Hafez al- 
Assad, in a dramatic and unfore- 
seen shift, suddenly switched sides 
in June, 1976, and began shelling 
his farmer Palestinian allies in the 
mountains well inside the country. 
He later explained that Mr. Arafat 
and Mr. Jumblat had rejected. his 
advice that they compromise and 
had schemed to inflict a decisive 
defeat on the Christians in order to 
turn Lebanon into a Moslem-run 
state with a strong Palestinian role. 

By the tune Syrian tanks ad- 
vanced down the hillsides into 
Beirut — in November, 1976 — 
Mr. Assad's troops had become the 
backbone of a pan-Arab force that 
was set up to maintain peace in 
Lebanon by a pair of Arab summit 
conferences sponsored by Saudi 
Arabia. 

The Syrian firepower far 
outstripped any force then in Leba- 
non. They had two missions: to 
stop the street fighting hi Beirut 
and to give some muscle to efforts 
by President Bias Saritis to reim- 
pose state authority. 

U.S. Backing 

Mr. Assad had die firm, if quiet, 
backing of the United States for his 
peacemaking operation. Special 


UJS. envoy Dean Brown had 
played a role in lengthy negotia- 
tions that led to the selection of 
Mr. Sarkis, a former Lebenese Cen- 
tral Bank governor known as a po- 
litical neophyte who could be 
counted on to follow Mr. Assad's 
advice. 

Once in control of Beirut, the 
Syrian troops smothered the last 
sparks of fighting between the 
Christian militias and Lebanese 
Moslem leftists aided by their Pal- 
estinian allies and mentors. 

But tensions already were build- 
ing between the Syrians and such 
Ow-igtian leaders as Mr. Chamoun, 
a crusty silver-haired godfather fig- 
ure unwilling to lake advice from 
the Syrians he regarded for the 
most part as bumpkins. 

As for Mr. Saritis, Mr. Chamoun 
and everyone else in Lebanon knew 
he had been iasmUed by the Syr- 
ians and that his only authority 
flowed from the Syrian tanks sta- 
tioned mi Beirut street corners. 

So when Mr. Sarkis ordered Mr. 
Chamoim’s Tigers and their 
P halang e allies to shed their ragtag 
uniforms, turn over their arms ana 
stay off the streets, no one listened. 
E«ger to avoid more bloody 
Hashes, the Syrians backed off and 
agreed to let Mr. Saritis try his 
band politically. 

Stage Was Set 

It was his failure to do so over 
almost two years that set the stage 
for the increasingly violent fighting 
between Mr. Assad's forces and the 
Maronite Christian street fighters 
loosely allied under Mr. Chamoun 
in the Patriotic Front. 

Despite repeated attempts, Mr. 
Sarkis has never persuaded the

Their hours have 
been extended to accommodate 
the Arab custom of late dinners. 
Room service charges are consid- 
erable, with $50 baskets of fruit 
ranking as a favorite snack.

MARSEILLES. Ocl 4 — Nine 
persons were shot to death yester- 
day and one severely wounded in a 
fresh outburst of a gang war in 
southern France which has claimed 
at least 41 lives since February of 
last year. 

Congressman 
Spurned Bribe, 
Official Testifies 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (WP| — 
A high State Department official 
said yesterday that Rep. Charles 
Diggs Jr.. D-Mich., reported a 
bribe attempt of “five figures” by 
an African head of state in 1972 or 
1973. 

David Newsom, undersecretary 
of state for political affairs, said 
that Rep. Diggs “was offered a sti- 
pend to further the cause of the 
African's country in Congress.” 
Rep. Diggs turned over a letter car- 
rying the offer to him, said Mr. 
Newsom, but it has since been mis- 
placed by the department. Mr. 
Newsom was not asked and did not 
say who made the offer or what 
country was involved. 

Rep. Diggs’ is on trial on charges 
of mail fraud and illegally diverting 
congressional pay for his staff to 
his own use. Mr. Newsom cited the 
reporting of the attempted bribe as 
an example of the congressman’s 
“integrity and honesty.” 

One of the prosecution's witness- 
es. John Lawler, head of the 
finance office of the Clerk of the 
House — testified that regulations 
of the House of Representatives 
from 1970-76 were vague about 
what constituted “compensation" 
of a congressional staff employee. 
Rep. Diggs is accused of inflating 
the pay of some congressional em- 
ployees and then using the extra 
money to pay personal and con- 
gressional bills. 


The police compared the killings 
which took place in the Bar-Restau- 
rant du Telephone in the Canet 
quarter of Marseilles to the 1929 
Valentine's Day Massacre in which 
seven members of Chicago’s Moran 
gang were gunned down by A] 
Capone's rival gang in a garage on 
North Clark Street. 

The Marseilles police said the 
shootings occurred at 8:30 pun. last 
night when a car roared up outside 
the cafe and two or three hooded 
gangsters burst into the bar carry- 
ing heavy-caliber pistols and rifles 
with sawed-off barrels. 

According to the proprietress of 
die cafe, who survived the attack 
because she was upstairs fetching 
wine, the killers quickly shot down 
all the persons in the bar and then 
fired coups de grace into the necks 
of nine persons to make sure they 
died. Her husband. Andre Leoni, 
35, and her brother-in-law were 
among the dead. 

According to police most erf 1 the 
victims had prison records or were 
known by the authorities. The floor 
of the cafe was awash in blood but 
there was no damage to the prem- 
ises. 

Police sources said that since last 
year two gangs — one composed of 
the heirs to the gang of the late An- 
toine Guerini, “godfather” of Mar- 
seilles until he was killed in 1967, 
and another of the followers of a 
ruthless 40-year-old gangster who is 
out to conquer the Guerini empire 
— have been fighting a merciless 
war to take over prostitution, the 
narcotics racket and the fixing of 
horse races on the Mediterranean 
coast.

WASHINGTON, Oct 4 (UPI) — 
A CIA spokesman said today that 
the agency has no reason to believe 
foul play was involved in the death 
of former CIA official John Paisley 
and that they are not taking pan in 
the investigation. 

Mr. Paisley's body was found 
Sunday floating in the Chesapeake 
Bay with a gunshot wound b ehin d 
the left ear and diving weights at- 
tached to his body. 

' “He was not involved in clandes- 
tine or secret operations.” a CIA 
spokesman said. He said that the 
agency was willing to leave the case 
to the Maryland authorities be- 
cause the agency considered it a po- 
lice case and not a matter of na- 
tional security. 

A copyrighted story in the Wil- 
mington News-Journal today con- 
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tended that the CIA was investigat- 
ing the possibility that Mr. Paisley 
was killed by Russian KGB intelli- 
gence agents. 

Maryland officials said that there 
is no way of proving his death was 
a suicide. 

John Murphy of the Maryland 
state police said police have not 
been directly contacted by the CIA. 
“but you can tell they have been 
working quietly around us. It really 
is very ward.'* 

The News- Journal said it has 
learned from CIA officials that Mr. 
Paisley was in charge of surveil- 
lance — although he retired in 1974 
as deputy director of the Office of 
Strategic Research. He continued 
to work for the agency as a consult- 
ant, the newspaper quoted sources 
assaying.

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U.S. Explodes 
Vietnam Bombs 

WASHINGTON, OcL 4 (UPI) — 

The last of 30 “Daisy Cutters," aWedI 
15,000-pound jungle-clearing 
bombs that were a hated symbol to 
Vietnam War protesters, have been 
exploded, a U.S. Army spokesman 
said. 

That type of bomb had been 
dropped by parachute, mostly to 
create landing zones in the jungle. 

They felled trees up to 4Vi feet in 
diameter and killed humans and 
animals in the surrounding area. 

The spokesman said that the re^- 
maining 30 bombs were ordered de- 
stroyed after 10 of them exploded 
Aim. 7 at an Army depot in Sierra, 

Calif., causing 5500,000 damage to 
government property and $2,000 in 
civilian damage. Static electricity 
was suggested as a possible reason 
for the blasts. There were no inju- 
ries.

The Italian police have recently 
arrested a number of alleged Red 
Brigades members, including Cor- 
rario Ai ming who has been impris- , 
oned for his pan in the kidnapping 
a nd murder of Aldo More, former 
Italian premier and president of the 
Christian Democratic Party, and 
for involvement in two other terror- 
ist murders. 

Seven other alleged members of 
the Red Brigades, including three 
listed as suspects in the Moro case, 
were arrested in a sweep by Italian 
police last weekend. The most im- 
portant of this group was Lauro 
AzzoKm, listed as one of the 
group’s founders, a suspect in the 
Moro case and wanted in two other 
murders. 

These arrests, and the suicides of 
Baader-Memhof leaders in prison, 
are held unlikely to do more than 
reduce terrorist activity temporari- 
ly. 

New Martyrs 

International security officials 
agree that deaths and arrests fur- 
nish radical leftists with a new 
group of martyrs whose deaths are 
to be avenged in future operations. 

The operations could be directed 
against the West German and Ital- 
ian authorities and against govern- 
ments who aided them in the search 
for terrorists. 

The CIA report also noted that 
the kidnap-murder of Hanns-Mar- 
tin Schley er, a prominent West 
German business leader, might 
have signaled the development of a 
new capability by West German 
terrorists, who had previously limit- 
ed their operations to bombings. 

The Schley er murder also dem- 
onstrated a fairly dose coordina- 
tion between Palestinian terrorist 
groups and West German anar- 
chists. Mr. Schleyer was abducted 
on Sept. 5, 1977, by members of 
West Germany's Red Army.

HONG KONG, Oct. 4 (WP) — 
The Chinese have become so des- 
perate for advice on the growing 
problem of smoke, trash and noise 
in their capital city that they have 
enshrined the words of a viator 
from a quiet tittle American city 
called Pittsburgh. 

The leading national newspaper, 
the Peoples Daily, has taken the 
unheard-of step of priming a letter 
written to it by W illiam Block, pub- 
lisher of the Pittsburgh Post- 
Gazette, complaining that honking 
of horns in Peking “made it impos- 
sible to sleep at night” and suggest- 
ing a noise crackdown. 

At the same time, the official 
Chinese press has decried the grow- 
ing pollution of all sorts in Pe k i ng . 
In the tradition of a fine old U.S. 
political custom, the criticism may 
be also an effort to discredit 
Peking’s current mayor. 

The official Chinese news agency 
expressed the wistful hope that 
some day one could stand “on the 
white pagoda in the city’s Peshai 
Park and have a dear view of the 
western hills” 16 miles away. 

Skepticism 

It is a dream that brings some 
skepticism in China, particularly in 
tight of the enormous emphasis 
that the Chinese leadership has put 
on catching up with the world’s in- 
dustrial giants by the year 2000. 
The Chinese admit to admiring the 
economic miracles of Tokyo and 
Hong Kong, two of the most pol- 
luted and officially the noisiest cit- 
ies in the world. 

“We are up to our ears in pro- 
duction work How can there be 
time for environmental protec- 
tion?” was one in-tempered re- 
sponse quoted by the Peoples Daily 
to the new anti-pollution campaign. 

The fervent environmentalists 
who write for the newspaper, which 
has a circulation of 5_> miTlirm, 
floundered in Marxist gobbledy- 
gook searching for an answer to 

this dilemma : 

“These comrades fail to under- 
stand the dial ectical relationship 
between the development of indus- 
trial production and environmental 
protection,” the newspaper’s com- 
mentator said. “If we do nor view 
problems from the standpoint of 
the relationships between things 
and their development, and only 
pay attention to current production 
and no attention to environmental 
protection, we will end up with no 
progress in production.” 

Not as Great 

Although the city fathers say 
they are determined to launch a 
dean-up campaign rivaling that in 
London and otter big industrial 
dries, their problem may not be as 
gjeat or as closely related to indus- 
try. 

Perhaps the worst air pollution 
is Peking comes from the dust that 
blows off the North China plain af- 
ter each fall harvest.

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The Pork-Barrel Polka 


It seems strange that, in this year of Propo- 
sition 13 and all the talk about a taxpayers’ 
revolt, a president should find it necessary to 
denounce, once again, “pork-barrel alloca- 
tions.” But Mr. Carter was absolutely right 
to do so at his press conference last week. 
The pork barrel is rolling wildly around on 
Capitol Hill this fall and Congress is dancing 
with joy as more and more goodies are 
stuffed into it. 

* * * 

Those goodies — pet projects of members 
of Congress who want something for their 
friends or the folks back home — are not 
confined to the public-works bill, which the 
president has threatened to veto. They can be 
found elsewhere, too — in the highway bill, 
the parks bill and the tax bill, to mention just 
a few. Not every project or proposal in those 
bills can be described as pork. But enough of 
them can be to make all the bills highly sus- 
pect. 

The public works authorization bill, for 
example, directs the Corps of Engineers to 
build free water systems for Caesar Creek 
and East Fork Lake. Ohio. The highway bill 
mandates a rural public-transportation sys- 
tem for the vicinity of Sherman and Denison, 
Texas. The parks bill creates or expands fed- 
eral facilities in more than 35 states, includ- 
ing new historic sites in Charles County, 
Md., and Richmond. Va. The tax bill in- 
cludes an exception to benefit two large 


chicken farms, one in Maine and one in 
Arkansas. The list goes on and on. 

Both parties have a piece of the action. Re- 
publicans have been just as busy, and just as 
successful, as Democrats in putting projects 
into the barreL Those water systems, for 
example, go to cities in the district of the 
senior Republican member of the House 
Public Works Committee, Rep. William Har- 
sha. And that new historic site in Charles 
County — the home of Thomas Stone — is 
the pet project of the great Republican 
watchdog of the House, Rep. Robert Bau- 
man. 

* * * 

If Congress goes through with what now 
appears to be its intention of approving this 
welter of projects. President Carter should 
not have the slightest qualms about using his 
veto power extensively, even though Senate 
majority leader Robert Byrd. D-W.Va., has 
said he would try to override a veto of the 
public-works bilL Mr. Carter will need to ex- 
plain his actions with some care — consider- 
ably more than he exercised in explaining the 
nuclear-carrier veto — because each of these 
hundreds of projects has its own core of sup- 
porters. But the mood of the country is likely 
to be with him and not with those in Con- 
gress who are filling the barrel as if there 
were no tomorrow.

Some Vows for Rosh Hashana 


The holy day of Rosh Hashana this week 
marked the be ginning of a truly new year for 
Jews the world over. The nation of Israel, to 
which nearly all of them are bound in blood 
or conscience, stands within reach of peace 
with its most formidable neighbor. 

After four costly battles in a war of 30 
years, the dream of acceptance on Biblical 
soil seems finally attainable. After a brutal 
half century of nationalistic striving. Zionism 
is to be allowed to take root beside an old 
enemy. Even in the momentous history of the 
Jewish people, this promises to be a momen- 
tous new year. 

* * * 

But roots give no assurance of flowers. 
Peace with one far-sighted but mortal Eygp- 
tian leader will not alone guarantee Israel’s 
security. For the moment, and understand- 
ably. the Israelis are focusing their energies 
on the coming treaty with President Sadat 
and celebrating his break with the Arabs who 
refused to join him in negotiations. But in 
signing the Camp David accords and offer- 
ing to exchange their Sinai settlements for 
peace, the Israelis have laid the basis for an 
even more dramatic — and difficult — pro- 
cess of accommodation on other fronts. 

Most significantly, they have extended to 
their Palestinian rivals a process for reconcil- 
iation and a home in the West Bank that 
could well evolve into a Palestinian state. 


That is not what Prime Minister Begin envi- 
sions or what the most outraged Arab critics 
of Camp David will know how to achieve. It 
is in Israel's interest, however, to hold high 
the offer of genuine autonomy for the Pales- 
tinians. 

* * * 

It is in Israel's interest to lure the West 
Bankers into patterns of respectful coexis- 
tence. It is in Israel’s interest to encourage 
the idea that it will one day trade even the 
settlements in the Biblical sands of the West 
Bank for the full and final acceptance of the 
Zionist state. As Jews know well from their 
own long history, whatever can be achieved 
needs first to be defined as possible. And as 
the Israelis will be the first to admit, thinkin g 
back only to their last new year holiday, they 
had not thought it possible that any Arab 
leader would in this generation grant them 
face-to-face negotiation, formal siate-to-state 
recognition and an undiluted peace. In less 
than a single year, their worst fears and in- 
securities have been transmuted almost into 
trust of the man who attacked them by 
surprise on Yom Kippur five years ago. It is 
the diplomacy of atonement and forgiveness 
that is succeeding at this season and peoples 
everywhere should be inspired to include it in 
their new year vows, whenever they may be 
spoken.

Syria’s Credibility and Lebanon 

Many observers take the view that the pres- 
ent inconclusive situation in Lebanon is 
gradually undermining the credibility of the 
Syrian regime and that sooner or later it 
would be obliged either to crush the (rightist 
Christian) militias or to extricate its forces 
from Lebanon altogether. If it has decided 
on the former course, the present moment 
might seem as opportune as any, since Israel 
would not want to jeopardize the great prize 
of an Eg_yptian-Israeli treaty, now virtually 
within its grasp, by embarking on an all-out 
war against Syria in support of its Lebanese 
Christian proteges. 

On the other hand, it must be doubted 
whether, if he had decided on the final 
crunch in Lebanon. President .Assad would 
have gone oFf as scheduled on Sunday on a 
two-week visit to East Germany and the So- 
viet Union. . . However, the two sides have 
been set on a collision course for months 
now and it is perhaps not very important 
which of them chose this moment to escalate 
the fighting. What is clear is that the militias 
have succeeded in destroying Syria’s credibil- 
ity as a neutral deterrent force and in forcing 
it to adopt an all-out belligerent role. . . 

The situation is also extremely dangerous 
for the Middle East at large and for the 
world, since if Israel does intervene directly 
then President Sadat may find it impossible 
to implement the Camp David agreement. 
The international community cannot afford 
to ignore what is happening, either from a 
humanitarian point of view or from that of 
self-interest. 

President Carter’s suggestion last week of 
an international conference was unrealistic, 
if only because Syria would certainly not ac- 
cept Israel's participation. But some forum 


for genuine negotiations between the antago- 
nists is clearly needed. . .

Euphoria Over China? 

The present euphoria at the prospect of the 
Chinese placing huge orders abroad for the 
purchase of capital equipment is bound to 
give way to a good deal of disappoint- 
ment. . . So inevitably scepticism grows as 
to how large a program of industri aliza tion 
China can manage and how fast. The Chi- 
nese leadership's own assessment of how rap- 
idly it can move will only show up in the 
actual signing of contracts." At the moment, it 
would seem that the Chinese are being more 
cautious in practice than the grandiose plans 
they have announced would suggest. . . 
There is no doubting the impatience of the 
leadership for fast results or their determina- 
tion to achieve these through a rapid pro- 
gram of industrial modernization. 

Vice- Premier Teng Hsiao-ping, twice dis- 
graced and over 70. clearly sees this as his 
last chance to transform China according to 
his own vision. The Chinese people, after 
decades of wretched hardship, are also impa- 
tient for the higher living standards that 
seem to lie at the end of Teng’s plans. The 
obstacles, however, are formidable. . . Offi- 
cials, who have seen too many changes of 
leadership for their liking, are timid about 
taking decisions. 

In such a massive development, there are 
immense problems of coordination and there 
are problems in financing the local costs of 
the plan and of finding the necessary foreign 
exchange. . . Restraint is called for" both by 
suppliers of equipment as it is by the Chinese 
in refraining from drawing up excessively 
abitious plans.

L ONDON — Human rights — 
of a kind — have been around 
for a long time.

If Carter had listened 
to Helmut Schmidt and Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing, he would never 
have made the mistake of a full 
frontal human rights confrontation 
with the Soviet Union, a confronta- 
tion that has in effect decreased the 
human rights enjoyed by Russians 
and East Europeans. In ’retrospect, 
we can see that Henrv Kissinger's 
quiet approach was the more suc- 
cessful. 

Coordinate 

Second. Carter must more care- 
fully coordinate his own policies. If

Murdoch runs his gutter press from 
Australia or New York The 
Observer, Lhe oldest Sunday paper, 
is now owned by an oil company in 
California. And The Times, with its 
sister-paper The Sunday Times, is 
ultimately controlled bv a quiet 
and austere Canadian in Toronto, 
Kenneth Thomson, whose father 
bought the group from the Astons. 

The Times -is now part of a major 
industrial group which includes a 
travel company, several publishers, 
and above all a lucrative share of 
oil in the North Sea; its shrewd 
manage rs regard the newspapers as 
just another subsidiary. As for 
Kenneth Thomson, he is believed 
to be exasperated both by the un- 
ion troubles of The Times, and by 
the rather lordly and patronizing 
altitude of its managers and edi- 
tors, presiding over their stately 
lunches in Printing House Square. 
To put it badly, Thomson seems to 
think that The Times hardly de- 
serves to survive in its present con- 
dition; and he would not weep to 
see it go. 

His attitude must command 
some sympathy. The old proprie- 
tors, desperately competing to out- 
do each other, caved-m to their la- 
bor unions after each showdown, 
and committed their papers to ar- 
mies of idle workers, the advent of 
more commercial and detached 
managers could make newspapers 
more efficient; and editors more 
independent. The bullying power 
of the worst of the old press bar- 
ons, launching their vendettas and 
suppressing crucial news, was a 
humilia tion to responsible journal- 
ists. 

Yet ancient newspapers, however 
badly managed or eccentrically 
edited, can acquire a kind of tribal 
character which still asserts itself, 
whatever the whims or tyrannies of 
ownership; in a real sense they be- 
gin to belong to their readers.

P ARIS — A little history is a 
dangerous thing. Presidential 
counselor Zbigniew Brzezinslri re- 
cently was quoted in The New 
Yorker on the supposed lesson for 
our day provided by the Franco- 
Briush’ confrontation in 1S98 at 
Fashoda, in the upper Sudan, over 
control of the White Nile. A 
French expedition had established 
itself there but then was challenged 
by a British force under Gen. 
Kitchener, fresh from his victoiy 
over the dervishes at Omdurman. 
London's scarcely veiled threat of 
war eventually led the French to 
abandon their position on the Nile 
and leave it to the British, with 
much subsequent bitterness against 
Britain in France. 

Brzezinski says that the United 
States and the Soviet Union today 
are running the risk of the same 
kind of dangerous confrontation 
because, as with Britain and France 
in the late 19th century, we are 
“two overlapping global military 
powers pursuing conflicting global 
policies in a dynamic setting of 
Third World instability." This sup- 
posedly is bound to lead to colli- 
sions between us. with the two sides 
rushing to pre-empt control in 
some situation of crisis, with an en- 
suing “spiral of intervention.” 
“Fashoda is very germaine 10 our 
current concerns." Brzezinski says; 
“at the minimum , at least one 
Fashoda is to be expected. . . The 
question is. of course, whether in 
the context of the new nuclear 
equation an American-Soviet 
’Fashoda' will work out as peace- 
fully as the Anglo French one did 
in the J9th century.” Brzezinski 
worriedly adds. “This Fashoda 
business is something that no one 
has picked up. . ." 

Bad Prediction 

It’s possible that no one picks it 
up because everyone recognizes 
that what this Fashoda metaphor 
fits, if it fits anything, is the 1960s. 
not the 1970s or 1980s. Brzezinslri 
simply is describing events of the 
last few years and presenting it as a 
prediction. Moreover, it is a bad 
prediction, because the lessons of 
recent events are the opposite of 
the one he derives. 

During the 1960s, the Ameri- 
cans. the Russians, and even the 
Chinese all were — or were thought

to be — pursuing dynamic policies 
meant to dominate strategic posi- 
tions in an unstable Third World. 
If one wants to use the Fashoda 
image, one would say that Vietnam 
provided our Fashoda. Not only 
did all of us arm and aid local 
forces, but the United States direct- 
ly intervened, carrying the war to 
Russia's ally. North Vietnam — of- 
ficially a nonbelligerent country — 
bombing its capital, mining its riv- 
ers and harbors, and even attacking 
the capital city in the midst of an 
official visit by the highest officials 
of the Soviet Union. And the Soviet 
Union did nothing. 

Or one could take the Guban 
missile crisis as a Fashoda. The So- 
viet Union had established a posi- 
tion in Cuba, tried to expand it; the 
United States confronted them 
with a threat of war; and they 
backed down. 

Prudence 

The first thing demonstrated in 
these “Fashodas of the 1960s was 
the prudence, the avoidance of risk, 
of the Soviet government. At no 
time was there a really serious dan- 
ger that our two countries would 
come to war. This prudence has 
□ever been a consistent characteris- 
tic of Soviet policy. 

Never in its history has the Sovi- 
et Union run serious risks of war in 
power confrontations that did not 
directly involve its established se- 
curity interests on its own borders 
or in its East European zone of 
postwar control. Ruthless as the 
Russians have been in crashing 
uprisings in Eastern Europe or in 
expand mg control of sensitive bor- 
der areas — as in seizing the Baltic 


states and attempting to take Fin- 
land in 1939 — they have never run 
military risks to expand their infiu- 


views, reports, scoops, reflections 
or jokes which are part of the ma- 
chinery of free speech. The disap- 
pearance of this forum, whatever 
happens to the rest, seems unima- 
ginable- There is no alternative to 
the threat: Til write a letter to The 
Times.”

The vital problems and realities 
of modem- science, literature, poli- 
tics and race relations should snare 
his mind with the seraphic past. 
But above all, he should actively 
and agressiyely pursue the fight for 
peace, justice, and the universal 
struggle for human rights.

Sorting Out the Perplexing Problem of Peppers 


I READ m “Cooking and Re- 
cipes from Rome to toe Renais- 
sance,” by Richard Barber, that 
among the vegetables Charlemagne 
ordered planted in his d omains 
were peppers. This was extraordi- 
narily percipient of Charlemagne, 
but 1 doubt if his instructions were 
followed, unless somebody had a 
remarkable memory, for the pepper 
was unknown until seven centuries 
after his time, when Christopher 
Columbus readied its native terri- 
tory, tropical America. 

I am referring now to the green 
pepper, or bell pepper, so called for 
us shape (sometimes also the buli- 
nose pepper for the same reason) — 
the vegetable, not the spice. Al- 
though Mr. Barber is chronologi- 
cally farther off base than most of 
the writers who have been tripped 
up by the perplexing case of the 
pepper, he can take consolation in 
the fact that he has plenty of com- 
pany in confusion, including scien- 
tists.

Potato Family 

Where scientists have difficulty 
with peppers, gourmets have none. 
“The Practical Encyclopedia of 
Gardening" says of Capsicum, the 
group to which the pepper belongs, 
that it is “a confused but horticul- 


turally important genus of tropical, 
woody plants of the potato family.” 
but that it is “easily divided, as to 
taste, between the mild and very 
pungent sods." The bell pepper is 
one of the mildest sorts, and for 
that reason is often called the sweet 
pepper, but 1 am purposely avoid- 
ing that term, for some of' the hoi 
ones arc called sweet peppers, too; 
sweetness and pungency are not 
necessarily antithetical. 

The lay man can disting uish be- 
tween them by their looks from 
characteristics other than mere si re 
(bell peppers are usually much larg- 
er than spice peppers) — character- 
istics which jjerhaps do not impress 
botanists. For instance, the long 
thin spice peppers usually wear a 
little cap from which the stem aris- 
es; in the bell peppers, the stem 
sinks into a son of recess in the top 
of the fruit. This may be a simple 
physical change resulting from the 
swollen shape of the bell pepper, 
which in its evolution has engulfed 
Ihe stem. The difference in shape 
between the bell pepper and tne 
spice pepper symbolizes a differ- 
ence in characters. The spice pep- 
per is a pod containing seeds; the 
seeds arc the main attraction, ihc 
pod being no more than a box to 
hold th cm (Capsicum means

The first discoverers of Capsi- 
cum (the scientific name is used to 
avoid confusion with true pepper, 
which belongs to the genus Piper), 
may be excused for failing to make 
much of a distinction between spice 
and vegetable, for they were meet- 
ing both at the same time, and 
noted only that some were fatter 
and milder than others. 

Inca Name 

The references made to these 
plants by the early Spanish explor- 
ers are difficult to match the kinds 
they had seen with those we know 
today, but Acosta, in 1604. and 
Piso, in 1648, seem to have been 

definitely describing bell peppers, 

which may also have been the sort 

of pepper which Garcilasso de la 
Vega met in Peru, where he report- 
ed that the Incas called it rocot 

uchu. 

Popular nomenclatural confu- 
sion persists to this day. When a 
French housewife wants to buy a 
bell pepper, she asks m the market 
for a poivron , but French reference 
books sniff at this word os an im- 
proper vulgarization and refer the 
reader to ibe heading of pimem. 
which chucks spice and vegetable 
peppers into the same bin again, 
sometimes inextricably. The Span- 
ish sometimes call the bell pepper 


ish reference books are vague about 
Capsicum, probably because the 
pepper, vegetable or spice, disap- 
proves of the English climate - 

In principle, the bell pepper, 
bring a member of a tropical or 
subtropical family, ought not to be 
at home in North America, but 
though it can be raised profitably 
by commercial growers only in the 
southern part of the United States, 
home growers can take a chance on 
it over much of that country.

U.S. Panel Promotes Productivity Plan

NEW YORK, Ocl 4 (WP) — It 
hart the look of a sober business 
conference but the feel and ring of 
a pep rally. 

In what was billed as a part 
teach-in, part political blitz, 130 
representatives of business, govern- 
ment and labor met here yesterday 
to draw attention to an issue that- 
has been remarkable in its singular 
ability to put people to sleep — the 
U.S. tiowdown in productivity. 

The point of the two-day confer- 
ence is to warn that the U.S. can no 
longer afford to slough the problem 
off, that without a concerted effort 
to improve productivity, the United 
States stands both to suffer contin- 
ued inflation and to lose what com- 
petitive edge it still has in world 
markets. 

The speakers’ message was as ur- 
gent and alarmist as any clarion 
call to arms or action. Hie United 


States, they said, has to figure out 
again how to work efficiently. 

“Productivity is a terrible prob- 
lem for this nation,” said Robert 
Strauss, President Carter’s special 
assistant for both inflation and 
trade policy and the keynote speak- 
er at yesterday’s conference lunch- 
eon. “It is a difficult and debBitat- 
_ing problem. The time has come we 
all are in accord that we must face 
uptoiL” 

The figures on what is happening 
to productivity are indeed disturb- 
ing — and were quoted by almost 
every speaker at some point or 
another. They show that in the past 
decade, UJ>. productivity gains 
have slowed to only half what they 
were during the previous 20-year 
period (1.6 percent per year in- 
crease versus 33 percent). In the 
past four quarters, the gains have 
averaged less than one percent

THE PEOPLE'S ALMANAC NO. 2 

By David Wallechinsky and Irvins Wallace. Morrow. Hardcover, 

5/9.95. 1416pp. Bantam. Paperback. $9.95,

T HERE is no useful purpose 
served in informing me that 
milk can be pasteurized by keeping 
it at 161 degrees Fahrenheit for IS 
Seconds; or that Wiki Bill Hit&ock 
was originally called ‘'Duck KIT 
because erf **ms long nose and pro- 
truding bp”; or that the Dowager 
Empress of China had nails four 
inches long on some erf her fingers. 
No purpose, that is, except that of 
pure entertainment, which is a lofty 
purpose indeed — made loftier, 
perhaps by the cherished illusion 
that in gathering such trivia from 
Wallace pere and WaUechinsky fib 
1 am learning somethi n g. 

For those who share the curious 
idea that time spent acquiring use- 
less information is somehow more 
morally uplifting than tune spent 
playing cards or watching old mov- 
ies on television or lying on a 
beach, "The People's Almanac 
No-Z” Kke its predecessor (from 
which it differs completely in con- 
tent) and like its cousin. “The Bode 
of Lists." offers a plentiurde at 
richly diverse satisfactions. One 
may learn, for example, about “a 1 
New England composer named 
Greeter" who set the entire UJ5. 
Constitution, including the pream- 
ble and Bill of Rights, to music for 
the American Centennial. And con- 
sidering that the work would take 
six hours to perform, the few sec- 
onds needed to read about it are 
probably the best way of getting to 
Know about it. A page later, there is 
the story of a moo in Erwin, Term, 
that lynched an elephant named 
Mary who had run amok and killed 
a man, and nor long after tha: we 
encounter the ingenious William G. 
Hall of Shrewsbury, England, who 
committed suicide by boring eight 
holes in his head with an electric 
drill. 

There are almanacs grimly dedi- 
cated to the conveying of useful 
information, such as the speed of 
light and the population of Switzer- 
land. “The People’s Almanac No. 
2” is not entirdy uncontaminated 
with such material, but it strives 
nobly and with considerable suc- 
cess to temper such usefulness. The 
information on pasteurizing milk, 
for example, is contained not in an 
article on millc or on pasteuriza- 
tion. where a person of utilitarian 
motivation might find it, but in a 
short list of things that can be done 
in 15 seconds. 

One thing that can be done in 15 
seconds, by simply opening this 
book at random, is to learn some- 
thing that you had not known be- 
fore and that you are happier — if 
not better — for having learned. 
For example, (now opening book at 
random to page 903) Sears Roe- 
buck sold a 1902-model wood- 
burning stove (presumably cast 
iron; it weighed 415 pounds) for 
only $14.95. 

The avid reader, appalled at the 
loss of a single second that might 
be devoted to soaking up such triv- 
ia, \rill find this compendium a de- 
light even though it is a bit bulky to 
carry around for use in odd 
moments such as waiting for eleva- 
tors. But it also has long sections 
for those who like to sit down and 
take the time to chew and digest 
some sustained reading. There is, 
for example, a splendidly miscella- 
neous 31-page section on hnman 
behavior that includes accounts of 
half a dozen 
meats, a biography

plained phenomena and other top- 
res. One section is a coUectioc of 
essays, including one on how dose , 
our society approaches that of* 
Orwell's “1984. -i.- 

In many ways, the most interest-" 
mg section of the book is the finat- 
one, which is composed of highly^ 
miscellaneous material sent in by- 
readers of the first “People's 
Almanac." These items range from* 
an extended essay on the deficient' - 
dies of the standard typewriter key-- 
board to a suggestion that rape vkx 
tints should prosecute their assaH-h 
ants for the more easily provable 
crime of indecent exposure. 

Unlike most almanacs, wfaiefe 
confine themselves unimaginatively 
to reality, this one also tndudA 
rather detailed biographies of Dfr 
Victor Frankenstein, Mary Worth, 
Mr. Spock of the starship 
“Enterprise*’ and several other 
“people who never were — yel live' 
today." They coexist well with the 
biographies of such figures as Da- 
vid Rice Atchison, who may have 
been president of the United State* 
for one day (March 4, 1849) be- 
cause Polk’s term had expired and 
Taylor refused to sworn, in on a 
Sunday. * 

This is, in sum, a most hetero- 
geneous and unpredictable volume^ 
certain to contain something to in- 
terest almost anyone who reads at 
all and likely to provide the true 
lover of serendipity and trivia with 
years of literary nibbling. It is the 
kind of book "where one happfly 
discovers Thomas Jefferson’s recipe 
for vanilla ice cream on the same- 
page with Toulouse-Lautrec's 
on pie. If it does not tell you 
mean temperature of Cap dV 
tibes in October (and frankly, 
don't know whether it does or nc 
it is likely to make you forget 
that’s what you were looking for.

Once Again , Boycott Sets the Cricket World Astir

LONDON, Ocl 4 (NYT) — 
Geoffrey Boycott, England’s trou- 
ble-prone star cricketer, is at (he 
center of a new stonn that is shak- 
ing the cricket establishment 

His home dub, Yorkshire Coun- 
ty, has talren this team captaincy 
away from Boycott, its best bats- 
man and most famous player, and 
given it to an old rival, John Hamp- 
shire. 

Boycott admirers are up in arms 
an over England. Supporters in the 
13,000-member Yorkshire Cricket 
Gub are petitioning for a general 
meeting to protest their commit- 
tee’s derision. In the county at 
large, a “Save Boycott for 
Yorkshire” campaign is under way, 
reflecting a widespread fear that 
the star win defect to another dnb. 

“It’s like sacking Nelson after 
the Battle of Trafalgar,” one fan 
said when the committee’s action 
was announced recently. 

In With the Real News 

Since then, the row has crossed 
the inked borders of the sports pag- 
es and thundered onto the editorial 
page of at least one national news- 
paper, contesting there with the 
vexations of the prime minister and 


a national automobile workers* 
strike. 

The Guardian, noting with evi- 
dent sarcasm that “Cricket is the 
gentlemen’s game,” concluded an 
arid editorial with the words, 
“Cricket in general — and 
Yorkshire cricket in particular — 
looks cheap and nasty this 
mo rning " 

Several commentators remarked 
on the extraordinary timing of the 
dub's Bp-tipn. It came during the 
same week that Boycott’s mother, 
who had g u id e d him into cricket as 
a boy, died. And it came just a few 
weeks after the England te a m, 
which plays test matches against 
other national teams, had given 
him another slap in the face by de- 
nying him the post of vice captain 
for a c oming world tour. 

' Salary Not JPubfic 

The Yorkshire committee offered 
only a meager explanation for its 
action, suggesting that it wanted to 
leave Boycott nee to concentrate 
on his strong suit, hatting. To 
soothe him, it offered a two-year 
contract at an unspecified salary. 
Even those who had for same time 
wanted him out as captain said 
they hoped he continued as a 
Yorkshire player. 


Whether, his pride will permit 
him to do so is unknown. The play- 
er Hims elf has said nothing. But 
one of his friends in the Yorkshire 
club said, “The membership won’t 
lake this lying down.” 

Cricket authorities generally 
agree that Boycott is less effective 
as a t«H»m leader than as a batsman. 
He is single-minded in his pursuit 
of excellence, but his pursuit is said 
to be personal rather than team-ori- 
ented. Nevertheless, he is credited 
with rebuilding Yorkshire and re- 
cruiting some valuable players in 
recent years. Some Yorkshire fans 
are unhappy, however, because he 
has never ted the team to a cham- 
pionship. 

Boycott, who at the age of 37 is 
one of the game's senior players, is 
part of a new trend toward profes- 
sionalism in cricket. He compares 
himself to other sprats profession- 
als around the world and has no 
patience with the “gentlemen” who 
still treat raicket as a- game fof* 
upper-class amateurs. 

He is also extremely outspoken. 
He is a Yorkshire nailer’s son, 
blunt and proud, and he has made 
no. secret of his contempt fra some 
of the London gentry who control 
the game worldwide. After one pe-

Britain Announces 
Record Tourist Year

William Manchester: American Author

L OS ANGELES — William Manchester. 

by his own reckoning an author who 
prefers to stay out in the cold, came in from 
it briefly last’ week and showed he was not 
merely surviving but thriving after a noto- 
riety that would suffocate others. 

For a few months in the mid-1960s — 
when the Vietnam war seemed eternal — 
uibbles between Manchester and Jaqueline 
‘.ennedy enlivened otherwise dreary front 
pages and escalated into what seemed to be 
a literary holy war. 

“Death of a President," published in 
1967, was a meticulously detailed, devoted 
and moving evocation of the five days from 
John Kennedy's assassination to his burial. 
But the public, riveted bv the controversy, 
was convinced there had to be something 
substantia] beneath the few details it was 
fed. In fact, says Manchester. “The worst of 
it was all the attention it drew. The actual 
differences of opinion about the manuscript 
were quite minor, largely the result of 
misunderstandings — and later the need to 
save face here and there. 

“My relationship with Bobby Kennedy 
was excellent throughout the whole episode. 
The problem was that Jackie didn't read the 
book right away, and got alarmed at things 
other people told her were in the book. Fi- 
nally she read it. and we ironed things out 
fairly quickly. Our relationship is still a 
pleasant one. But the worst aspect was being 
hounded by the press. I just wanted to be 
left alone to write.” 

From .that spotlight Manchester might 
have been expected to leap with relief into a 
less harrowing field, juvenile fiction, say, or 
light verse. Not at all.

£U ^rh^Hory a tut the Dream" followed, a 
1.398-page narrative history of the United 
States from 1932 to 1972 in which, noted 
one wry reader. Manchester seems not la 
have overlooked a single day. 

An observer's suspicions are correct: 
Manchester is a far more serious person 
than his onetime celebrity suggests, and 
nothing underscores Lhe fact more than his 
newest work, “American Caesar,"a biogra- 
phy of Gen. Douglas MacArchur. 

Problems 

“Each book has its own special 
problems," Manchester said. “With Presi- 
dent,’ it was coming to terms with my own 
grief. With ‘Krupp.’ it was the German lan- 
guage, with ‘The Glory and the Dream,* it 
was just sheer size. But with ‘American 
Caesar,* it was the character of the man him - 
self. I finall y came to think that maybe Mac- 
Arthur never really wanted to be under- 
stood." 

What MacArthur wanted — and got — 
was respect, even reverence. But he didn't 
get love; even those closest to him often har- 
bored disdain and derision. Manchester 
hims elf believed the worst as he began to 
explore the psyche of his paradoxical sub- 
ject, but the author's long view is more san- 
guine, even though he never developed af- 
fection for the man: 

“Throughout his life, MacArthur was a 
thoroughly Victorian man, but bom toward 
the end of the Victorian era in America. In 
1918, at the end of World War L authority 
still had & pretty good record, so he was re- 
garded as a hero. But by World War 0. au- 
thority was be ginnin g to be a bit suspect. 
And now. of course, excellence itself is un- 
der attack. 

“But MacArthur was the same man, para- 
doxical though he was. from first to last. It 
was the world that grew away from his 
_ e." In summary. Manchester applies De 
ocqueville's brilliant evaluation of Napo- 
leon: “He was as great as man can be with- 
out virtue, and he was as wise as a man can 
be without modesty.” 

Defense Mechanism 

For all that the furor over “Death of a 
President" was an ordeal to get through. 
Manchester talks of it easily today — in pan 
because he does have his own defense mech- 
anism. 

“I tend to escape into the pasL My study 
is in the library at Wesleyan University 
[where he has been writer-in-residence since 
1955], and sometimes I wander into the 
stac& and pick up a bound volume of, say. 
the London Times from the early 1800s, and 
just lose myself in reading about historical 
events in the actual newspaper accounts of 
the time. 

“I try to carry this sense of actuality, the 
small details that give readers the sense of 
being right at the scene of events, into my

historical writing. Essentially, it’s a tech- 
nique of Gction — like characterization, si- 
lent transition, so forth — that a number of 
excellent writers are now applying to nonfic- 
tion. I'm criticized sometimes for including 
a lot of so-called trivia in my work, but 
that’s the kind of detail I use deliberately to 
place readers at the scene. Strangely, writers 
of fiction are praised for using detail tha t 
way. . . 

“It was John Kennedy who influenced me 
to stop writing fiction — I had published 
four novels — and start working with histor- 
ical reality. He said that in his opinion, the 
novel was a dying art form, because reality 
was already b eginning to outstrip the novel- 
ist's imagination.” Manchester trails off for 
a long moment and lets the irony of those 
words from that man create an odd reso- 
nance in the room. 

“But I do escape into history. I’m a rather 
solitary, lonely person, and writing, especial- 
ly something as involving and long-term as a 
book on history, is lonely work. It takes 
some getting used to, to defer your rewards 
— the pats on the back, the parties, the good 
reviews when you finally produce a book." 

StiU. he admits he loves *'to be able to 
pick the moments and scenes 1 want to revi- 
sit And although my s tamin a isn’t what it 
used to be, I can still work so intensely thar 
I don't even look out my window and notice 
the time. Often, my wife has to phone me to 
remind me it's time to quit and come home 
for dinner." 

Manchester staves off post-major work 
depression by making sure he has something 
“to keep myself moving.” In view of his suc- 
cesses with major world figures, would he 
consider tackling another such subject — 
Richard Nixon, say? 

“Certainly not,” says Manchester with a 
cool smile. “Robert Haldeman approached 
me to ask if I would write his memoirs and, 
of course. I don't do that son of thing. I told 
his agent that Hal demands was the second 
from the last I would do.”

Pl?ADT 1? Gulfstream Swimmer 
rrjUrLLS Has Had Enough 


SteOa Taylors rematch with the 
Gulfstream ended in failure. Aides 

S ailed her from the water less than 
3 miles from the Florida coast, 
ending her second attempt to be- 
come the first person to swim from 
the Bahamas to Florida. The relent- 
less ocean currents, poisonous 
man-of-war stings, several close en- 
couters with man-earing sharks and 
severe facial swelling overwhelmed 
Miss Taylor after a 5 1 -hour effort. 
Miss Taylor, who twice conquered 
the English Channel, entered the 
waters off Orange Cay, near Bimi- 
ni. at 10:41 am Sunday and was 
pulled from the water at about 1:41 
p-m. Tuesday. It was. however, an 
unprecedented athletic effort, sur- 
passing by 9 Vi hours the swim Dia- 
na Nyad attempted from Cuba to 
Florida earlier tills summer, and 
surpassing Miss Taylor's previous 
effort to swim from the Bahamas to 
Florida by 19 Vi hoars. Attendants 
ou the lead boat armed with rifles 
and “bang sticks” — a spear with a 
contact-exploding projectile in its 
nose — fought sharks away from 
Miss Taylor at least three times 
Monday. She took refuge on the 
lead boat’s dive platform or an at- 
tending surfboard each time. Her 
safety divers killed a five-foot shark 
that began circling the swimmer 
only six feet away Monday morn- 
ing.

Christo, the man who curtained a 
mountain gorge in Colorado and 
draped 24 mues of horizon near 
San Francisco, is wrapping up a 
new project Christo is carpeting 
three miles of Kansas City sidwalks 

in shimmering orange-yellow fab- 
ric. Seventy helpers recruited by the 
Bulgarian-bom artist began laying 
down the nylon fabric on the 
jogger-favored, dog- walker- pre- 
ferred pathways of Loose Park here 
Monday. The three-day, 136,000- 
squar e-feet job, dubbed “The 
Wrapped Walk Ways,” wOJ call 
people's attention to their feet and 
the way they walk, says Christo. 43. 
M I hope whoa it is done the public 
will walk on it" be said, explaining 
that the resulting folds and creases 
would be part of the work. The 
Wrapped Walk Ways project is the 
latest in a series of artistic adven- 
tures for Christo. In 1971 and 1972, 
he created “Valley Curtain,” a fab- 
ric suspended between two moun- 
tains near Rifle, Colo. His U.S. Bi- 
centennial work, “Running Fence.” 
was 24 miles of fabric 18 feet tall 


running through parts of Sonoma 
and Marin counties north of San 
Francisco. The $100,000 cost of the 
Walks project is pale compared to 
his two most-celebrated works. He 
says Fence cost $3 million. Valley 
Curtain about $850,000. To raise 
the money for “Walk Ways," 
Christo said be prepared drawings

of the project and sold them in ad- 
vance to art collectors and dealers. 
The “Walk Ways” will remain for 
about two weeks, he said.

In San Francisco, a federal judge 
has made it very plain to Irish 
Sweepstakes winner Frank McNul- 
ty that he must settle with the In- 
ternal Revenue Service before he 
can be released from prison. 
McNulty appeared before U.S. 
District Judge Alfonso Zirpofi for a 
contempt hearing because of his re- 
fusal to pay taxes on the $128,410 
he won in 1973. McNulty was sen- 
tenced to five years in federal pris- 
on after rejecting the IRS demand 
for taxes. He would hare been eligi- 
ble for parole this week without the 
contempt charge. McNulty, in his 
60s, said last week in a jail inter- 
view that he would continue to re- 
ject the IRS dirim. “I don’t owe 
them anything.”
